PACT NEAR 
ON POLICING 
ATOM TESTS 


WASHINGTON iff) — Presi-' 


dent Eisenhower said today 
tentative agreement by East- j 
West scientists on ways to po- • 
lice a nuclear test ban is the i 
sort of thing that could lay the \ 
groundwork for a summit con- 
ference. 


His news conference state- 


ment was in response to a 
question. 


Eisenhower said the agree- 


ment, which he said may be 
signed Thursday, is most en- 
couraging, and raises hopes for 
more important steps toward 
easing cold war tensions. 


The United States welcomes 


any constructive step in this 
direction, he added. 


The S o v i e t-Western agree- 


ment on means of setting up a 
global m o n i t o r i n g network 
came in seven weeks of secret 
talks now drawing to an end 
in Geneva. 


There was no effort by the 16 


scientists from four Western 
and four Communist nations to 
reach any political decisions on 
whether there should be an 
agreement-to half nuclear test- 
ing. 


However, American 
officials 


said the Kremlin can be expect- 
ed to point to the Geneva agree- 
ment as committing the United 
States to end tests. 
, This interpretation has been 
rejected in advance by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. 


The American position, as set 


forth in the past by Eisenhow- 
er and Secretary of State Dulles, 
is that any agreement by East- 
West scientists might lead to 
suspension of testing, but that 
the United States refused to be 
bound in advance. 


Pending a final report by sci- 


entists of both sides, State De- 
partment 
officials 
cautiously 


refused to appraise the signifi- 
cance of the Geneva agreement 
on a possible control system. 
Details of the agreement were 
not disclosed.

Rickover Will Be 
Given Promotion 
To Vice 


WASHINGTON (iff)) — Rear 


Adm. Hyman G. Rickover, the 
Navy's top atomic expert, is go- 
ing to be promoted to vice ad- 
miral. 


Secretary of the Navy Thomas 


S. Gates said Rickover, 58, 
would get his three stars as 
soon as certain procedures can 
be worked out. 


It marks the second time that 


a Navy secretary has taken 
steps to win a promotion for 
Rickover, who has incurred the 
disfavor of some top Navy of- 
ficers because of his disregard 
of protocol in pushing the ato- 
mic submarine program. 


Five years ago, after he had 


twice been passed over by Navy 
selection boards, then Secretary 
Robert Anderson stepped in to 
gain Rickover a promotion from 
captain to rear admiral. 


A number of members of Con- 


gress recently voiced concern 
that Rickover might not be pro- 
moted to vice admiral. Similar 
expressions were heard from 
Congress in 1953 when his pro- 
motion then was in doubt.

Man to Moon and Back in 
Five Years Scientists Say 


PALO 
ALTO, Gal., 
(ffl)— 


Within five years the United 
States should send a man in a 
sealed cabin on an 80-hour 
journey around the moon and 
back to earth, two Martin Com- 
pany space planners report. 


But by then Soviet Russia 


may have landed men on the 
moon, said Dandrige M. Cole 
and Donald E. Muir in a paper 
before the American Astronau- 
tical Society's western regional 
meeting at Stanford University. 


Cole and Muir, engineers in 


the Martin Company advance 
planning department at Denver, 
said solutions to the major 
problems involved in venturing 
a manned flight around the 
moon already are understood in 
principle. 


The remaining problems are 


primarily those of money, time 
and engineering development," 
Cole contended. 


Assigned a sufficent priority, 


a program including five test 
flights and three manned flights 
could be carried out for less 
cost than that of some current 
large rocket projects, Cole said. 


He said the required vehicles 


could be assembled from com- 
ponents already well along in 
development. 


Cole and Muir said they pro- 


jected an 80-hour flight around 
the moon and back as a good 
compromise between safety for 
the moon ship's cost. 


They estimated 35.35 hours to 


reach the moon, 9 3 hours to 
fly around it and 35.35 for the 
flight back to earth. 


PALO ALTO, Calif. (AP)—The 


hardware to shoot a man to the 
moon in a space ship may be in 
sight. 


But a still unanswered question 


is: Could a human pilot survive 
the( rifling bombardment of cos- 
mic rays outside the earth's at- 
mosphere? 


"We really have no Idea of how

Assistance Board Divided 
On Plans To Hike Benefits

HARRISBURG (AP)—The State 


Board of Public Assistance was 
divided today on proposals -• to 
boost minimum relief standards 
up to 50 per cent and to inves- 
tigate payments for illegitimate 
children. 


No action was taken on the two 


requests Tuesday because of a 
lack of a quorum. Only four mem- 
bers of the nine-member agency 
showed up. 


The Rev, Jesse F. Reber, Har- 


risburg, 
and Thomas Harvey, 


Philadelphia, were reportedly in 
favor of a plan by Harry Shapi- 
ro, public welfare secretary, to 
increase relief standards for a 
four-person family from 5153 a 
month to $215. 


But two Republican members 


of the board, Aud. Gen. Charles 
C. Smith and Warner Depuy, dep- 


uty state treasurer, voiced oppos- 
ition against it on grounds that 
the relief program already was 
heading for a 13-million-dollar def- 
icit. 


Actual grants wouldn't be In- 


creased under the Shapiro plan 
but persons on relief would be 
made eligible to receive outside 
income to a certain extent with- 
out seeing their payments cut. 


To Smith's proposal for an in- 


vestigation of the relationship of 
juvenile delinquency and relief 
grants for the children of unwed 
mothers Shapiro replied that, no 
such probe is needed. 


Shapiro said increased mini- 


mum r e l i e f standards without 
boosting actual grants, if made 
effective Oct. 1, would cost an ad- 
ditional nine million dollars in 
state money by the end of the 
biennium, May 31.

The board said It would: 
1. Ask the U.S. Supreme Court 


to intervene. 


2. Request the 8th U.S. Circuit 


Court of Appeals to stay its order, 
which overturned a lower court's 
approval of a 21/&-year integration 
delay. 


3. Attempt to set up a meeting 


with Faubus to discuss several 
methods he has proposed to avoid 
integration despite court orders. 


The moves were revealed after 


a closed session at which the 
board considered the Circuit 
Court's reversal Monday of an in- 
tegration delay granted June 21 
by Federal Judge Harry J. Lem- 
ley of ^Hope, Ark. The school 
board Had requested the delay. 


School Supt. Virgil Blossom said 


action on all three points was 
planned today. 


Before Tuesday night's board 


meeting, Faubus said his future 
actions depended on what the 
school board did. He said a special 
session of the Legislature, con- 
sidered imminent as a result of 
the overturning of the integration 
delay, would not be called if the 
board took some actions he out- 
lined. 


He said the board could use a 


1956 
state pupil assignment law 


to keep Negroes out of white 
schools, or it could persuade Ne- 
gro students to stay out voluntar- 
ily. The pupil assignment law has 
never been tried. 


If those two things failed, Fau- 


bus said, the board could resign 
"and allow the people to select a 
new board which would have the 
courage to act in conformity to 
their wishes." 


Parents of five of the eight Ne- 


gro students who completed the 
year at Central High School last 
June declined to say whether 
their children would return next 
month. 


United Stales Is 
Plugging Hard for 
Norway Program 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 


— The United States sought today 
to rally the West's allies in the 
U.N. Assembly against an Asian- 
African move to demand speedy 
withdrawal of US. and British 
forces from Lebanon and Jordan. 


The Americans are plugging 


hard for a Norwegian resolution 
asking U.N. Secretary General 
Dag Hammarsjcjold to make ar- 
rangements to insure the inde- 
pendence of Lebanon and Jordan 
so the American and British 
troops can pull out., 


The resolution makes no specif- 


ic demand for the withdrawal but 
cites declarations froir the two 
Western allies that they ,"ill re- 
move their troops when the U N.

sary. The British-American idea i.- 
that Hammarskiold would arrange 
for some sort of U.N. force to re- 
place the withdrawing troops. 


Secretary of State Dulles con- 


ferred for more than an hour Tues- 
day night with representatives of 
the 20 Latin - American nations. 
Some of them were reported fear- 
ful that the Norwegian resolution 
could be used to justify interven- 
tion to keep an unpopular Latin- 
American government in power.

Senate. It has the endorsement of 
the Eisenhower administration. 
The measure would permit the 
government to lend a financial 
helping hand to the depressed min- 
ing business in the Western states. 


The Senate turned to the Jen- 


ner-Butler bill after passing 65-12 
Tuesday night a measure to lessen 
the effect of another Supreme 
Court ruling—this one dealing with 
the arraignment of persons ar- 
rested by police. 


Other developments Tuesday: 
Eisenhower asked for $243,710,- 


000 in supplemental sums. Near- 
ly half would go for education 
scholarships and other payments 
provided for in legislation sent to 
a House-Senate conference. 


Senate-House conferees reached 


agreement on a $3,800,000,000 sup- 
plemental bill containing money 
for a variety of agencies. The 
Atomic Energy Commission would 
get $2,670,000,000 for operating ex- 
penses and construction work.

NEW YORK (AP) — "Siage- 


coach," the 1939 John Ford movie 
that has become a kind of classic 
of its type, is appearing on tele- 
vision stations here and there 
throughout the country. 


The other night I watched and 


enjoyed it again and I'd recom- 
mend it to viewers of two types: 
those who like Westerns, and those 
who dislike Westerns. 


"Stagecoach" doesn't hold quite 


the charm for me in 1958 that it 
did in 1339. But probably that's 
because I've ssen too many West- 
erns since then, many of them 
trying to imitate — consciously or 
unconsciously — what Ford did. 
Because it was well written, well 
played, and produced with meticu- 
lous care for detail, "Stagecoach" 
still is grand entertainment 


Not a week passes on television 


that we don't see the debt of con- 
temporary Western producers to 
Ford. Debts are inevitable and 
justifiable in the lively arts when 
me new effort tries to improve 
the claim staked out by the old. 
Unfortunately, TV Westerns seldom 
are improvements. 


This week on "Maverick" we 


saw another Western about a 
stagecoach d a s h i n g through 
Apache country. Its passengers 
definitely were not as interesting 
t>r well defined as those who rode 
Ford's stagecoach. 


When the coach was overturned, 


they holed .up in an abandoned 
adobe hut to fight it out with the 
Apaches. But the Apaches weren't 
really Apaches; they were Mexi- 
cans disguised as Apaches who 
wanted several hundred thousand 
bucks that one of the women in ! 
the coach was carrying. 


"btagecoach" r e s o l v e s its 


Apache dilemma in the old, forth- 
right stand-up Western manner: 
At the harrowing moment of the 
chase tha 7th Cavalry dashes in 
and the stage is saved. Personally, 
I find that more credible than the 
way "Maverick" solved its fake 
Apache dilemma: Our hsro filled 
an empty canteen with cartridge 
powder and slugs, stuck a fuse in 
it, crawled out, tossed his bomb 
—and killed every last phony 
Apache. 


There's no reason to pick on 


"Maverick" 
more than nearly 


every other current TV Western; 
it merely happens to be this 
week's glaring comparison with 
"Stagecoach." • 


pose—"to save succeeding genera- 
tions from the scourge of war." 


For a year and a half the pilot 


has spent all his spare time in 
this work.

uals. We will be doing something 
worthwhile for peace if we make 
the U.N. symbol as familiar 
around the world as the Coca-

The 
allocation becomes effective in 1962 elections. 


If a state which loses congressional seats does 


not reapportion itself by that time, it must elect 
all its congressmen at large.

WASHINGTON (AP) — This is ' 


an ABC on the five major changes 
just voted by Congress in the So- 
cial Security program President 
Eisenhower is expected to sign 
them into law shortly. Most won't 
go into effect until next Jan 1 


They involve everyone under the 


program. They cover a higher 
Social Security tax and higher 
payments to retired workers. Also 
included are bigger payments to 
survivors of deceased workers, 
disabled workers and needy per- 
sons. 
THE TAX 


Employers and Employes both 


have to pay a Social Security tax. 
For each it now is 2& per cent 
on the first 54,200 of a worker's 
annual earnings, or a maximum 
tax of 594.50. 


On Jan. 1 the tax goes up to 


2% per cent on the first ?4,800 
of earnings, or $120, 


The self-employed after Jan. 1 


will pay 3% per cent on the first 
$4,800 instead of 3% on $4,200. 
RETIRED WORKERS 


Retired workers now drawing 


Social Security payments will get 
a 7 per cent boost in checks they 
receive after Feb. 1. 


Their payments now range from 


$30 a month to ?108.50. Under the 
new law they'll get from 533 to 
S116. This applies to retired work- 
ers already drawing payments be- 
fore Jan 1. 


Those going on the retirement 


rolls after that dale will receive 
from $33 to $127, although it will 
be some years before anyone 
starts drawing as much as $127. 


Retired workers' wives who are 


eligible for payments because of 
their age will also get a 7 per 
cent boost in their checks. 


If a worker reaches 65, retires 


and starts drawing payments but 
has a wife younger than he and 
with a child under 18, both the 
wife and child receive payments 
until the child reaches 18. Their 
payments will also go up 7 per 
cent. For such a wife and child 
the payments now range from |15 
to $54.30 a month,

States would go into this special session with a broad, constructive 
plan for solution of all Middle East problems, or whether tber« 
would be no plan at alL 


ACTUALLY,, PRESIDENT EISENHOWER and Secretary Dulld 


have been taking a cautious approach to this General Assembly. 
They will be satisfied if they achieve a number of limited objec- 
tives to solve immediate woes. Among them are: 


1. Guarantees for the independence of Lebanon and Jordan. The 


present Middle East crisis really began with the complaints of thest 
two countries to the ILN. Security Council "that their independence 
was threatened by subversion. 
The situation in Lebanon can be dealt with if all other countries 


will agree to preserve its status as an independent nation. When 
that is done, U.S. forces can be withdrawn. 


The situation in Jordan is more difficult The British would Ilk* 


to withdraw. But Jordan is so weak that its security cannot be 
assured unless there is outside aid. The formula for this will have 
to be worked out. 
2. Agreement to curb indirect aggression. The problem here It 


that if free governments can be bought off or changed by assassina- 
tion of their leaders, the world is in for a bad time. 


Bans on indirect aggression will have to include agreements not 


to intervene in the affairs of other governments and to refrain Iron 
inflamatory broadcasts.

Old-age, survivors and dis- 


ability insurance benefits are 
being paid in Chautauqua Coun- 
ty, N.. Y. and Warren County, 
at the rate of 
11*4 million 


dollars a year, according to 
Chester K. Norman, manager 
of the Jamestown, N. Y. Social 
^Security Office. 


"Our studies have shown that 


many of these aged people, 
widows and orphans have little 
or no other resources," Mr. 
Norman pointed out. "For some- 
thing like'"9%, social security 
benefits, received as an earned 
right, are the only cash in- 
come." 


Mr. Norman 
also stressed 


that while the benefits are in- 


- tended primarily as a basis for 
individual 
economic security, 


the payment of social security 
benefits amounting to approxi- 
mately 8.9 million, dollars per 
year in Chautauqua County and 
2.6 million dollars per year in 
Warren County helps' business 
generally because most of the 
money is spent immediately on 
foodr clothing, and other neces- 
sities. 
. "This is especially important 
in a time of economic reces- 
sion," he said. "Social' Security 
benefits are being paid nation- 
ally at a rate of more than 8 
billion d>llars annually." 


Payments to a retired work- 


er averages about 565.00 per 
month. The average for a wid- 
ow vrith two young children is 
$145.00. The maximum pay- 
ment for a retired couple is 
?162.80 a month and the maxi- 
mum for a family is 5200.00 per 
month. 


"There were several reasons 


for the increase over last year," 
Mr. Norman said. One was the 
payment of benefits to people 
who \vere brought under the 
law for the first time in recent 
years — self-employed farmers 
for example.

Gold old summertime means 


swimming to most youngsters. ( 
Swimming is a wonderful exer- ' 
else. It's good fun and what's 
more every child should learn

But like all good things there 


ara a few drawbacks that go 
along with it.

about his first encounter with a 
big body of water — anything 
bigger than the bathtub.

Waiting and domg nothing is 


often the hardest thing to do. 
Especially is this true if the 
tnp to the beach has been made 
with infinite trouble and is not 
soon to be repeated. 


You had wanted so much to 


see your youngster enjoy the 
water and you leave with the 
feeling the tnp is wasted if he 
doesn't go in You will ]ust 
have to swallow your disap- 
pointment. It takes some chil- 
dren a whole summer before 
they will venture in above the 
knees. 


There are several rules about 


swimming that should be estab- 
lished. No one ever swims alone 
This is as important for grown-

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25-Year Plan To End Fight 
Over the Keystone Shortway

WASHINGTON (AP)— Phiiadel- 


phia'st-Mayor Richardson Dilworth. 
looks to a 25-year plan now being 
evolved lor development of Penn- 
•ylvania's highway system to end 
controversy over the proposed 
Keystone Shortway. 


"We're working hard at it now," 


Dilworth said, "This plan will in- 
volve the Shortway, the Delaware 
Expressway and-all other major 
proposed highways." 


Collaborating on the plan in the 


Philadelphia area, Dilworth said, 
ire the G r e a t e r Philadelphia 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
Greater Philadelphia Movement, 
and city officials. 


He said informal talks already 


have been held with Pittsburgh of- 
ficials and that groups along the 
•hortway route—a proposed 290- 
mile superhighway between Shar- 
on and Stroudsburg — also are 
being consulted. 


01 tiie State Highways Depart- 


ment, he said: "They know we are 
doing this and they're encouraging 
Uf." 


Dilworth discussed the highway 


situation in an interview following 
a meeting Tuesday with House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn. The Phila- 
delphia chief executive and Mayor 
David L. Lawrence t>f Pittsburgh 
were members of a group of seven 
big-city mayors appealing to Ray- 
burn for help in winning eleventh- 
hour passage of new federal hous- 
ing aids. 


Dilworth and some southeastern 


Pennsylvania groups made the 
proposed Sbortway a controversial 
matter some time ago when they 
voiced fears that early completion 
of the toll-free highway across 
north-central Pennsylvania might 
jeopardize toll collections on the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike. 


They also said they feared it 


might siphon off truck traffic from 
the midwest'into New York City 
instead of the Port of Philadelphia. 


Proponents of the road—to be 90 


per cent financed by federal funds 
—say it will bring new develop- 
ment to the area it traverses. 


Dilworth said the new over-all 


highway development 
plan ~ is 


being evolved to resolve this con- 
troversy and set a system of 
priorities in roadbuilding in the 
Commonwealth. 


1958 Growing Season in the 
State Reported Plenty Wet 


HARRISBURG. (AP)~ Pennsyl- 


vania's weather-plagued farmers 
•re singing a new refrain this 
year. After five years of crop-kill- 
ing dry spells the 1958 growing 
•eason may be too wet 


But given a choice — and the 


weather can never be right for all 
farmers and all crops — they 
prefer wet over dry. That's the 
consensus of an Associated Press 
•tatewide crop and weather sur- 
vey. 


The rainfall generally has pro- 


moted excellent crop growth. But 
at the same time damp, humid 
conditions have slowed the har- 
vest of crops. 


Wet weather also has promoted 


the growth of weeds and has con- 
tributed to increasing the usual 
bothersome insects and plant dis- 
eases. 


The crop most seriously ham- 


pered by the wet weather has 
been hay. Wet hay rots quickly in 
the field after it is cut. If brought 
into a barn, wet hay will become 
moldy in short order and create a 
fire hazard through spontaneous 
combustion. 


But the State Crop Reporting 


Service said that haymaking is 


now progressing rapidly. Farmers 
took advantage of better weather 
last week in the north and central 
areas to get their second cuttings 
into the barn. Third cuttings prob- 
ably will begin in the southeastern 
region this week. 


The service said wheat and oat 


yields are excellem—some of rec- 
ord- proportion r- despite rain-de- 
layed harvests. 


Corn is shaping up well, it 


added, in the south and central 
areas. Ironically, for that crop 
farmers are calling for more rain 
to fin out ears. 


The potato crop in many areas 


was a victim of the wet weather, 
with tubers in' low-lying fields 
rotting out. 


The U.S. Weather Bureau re- 


ported that rainfall is heaviest in 
the western part of the state, 
averaging from two inches above 
normal since April 1 in the Erie 
area to nearly four inches above 
normal in the Pittsburgh area. 


In central Pennsylvania, at Wil- 


liamsport, rainfall is averaging 
about two inches above normal 
since April 1. But at Harrisburg, 
south and east of the mountains, 
rainfall for the same period is two 
inches below normal.

An ordinance requiring fenc- 
ing or e n c l o s u r e of land 
wherein junked automobiles, 
refuse, or trash are situate, 
providing penalties for the 
violation thereof, and defining 
each day's violation of the 
said ordinance as a separate 
offense. 
The Supervisors of M e a d 


Township ordain as follows: 


SECTION 1. T h e owner of 


every parcel of land in Mead 
Township, situate within 500 
feet of any dwelling house, and 
on which land are situate and 
deposited junked automobiles, 
refuse, or trash shall within 
ninety days after the passage 
of this ordinance enclose, fence, 
and surround such junked auto- 
mobiles, refuse, or trash by 
solid boards or metal which 
shall effectively obscure such 
junked automobiles, refuse and 
trash from the public view, such 
enclosure to be of a height of 
not less than eight feet. 


SECTION 2. Any person vio- 


lating the provisions of this 
ordinance shall upon conviction 
thereof be fined not more than 
One Hundred Dollars and costs 
of prosecution and in default of 
payment of such fine and costs 
shall be sentenced to imprison- 
ment for not more than thirty 
days. 


SECTION 3. Each day that
